CATALOGUE OF THE BUTTERFLIES OF STATEN ISLAND, 

NEW YORK.

d'honorh the ntUes from which this cataloo;ue have been com- 
jiiled e.xtend over a number of years, it must, nevertheless be con- 
sidered as only partly complete. bA-ery season has added some- 
thing of interest in the jxist and no doubt a number of atlditions 
are yet to be made. Indeed the years do not resemble one another 
to a butterlly collector; his memory is checkered with une.xpected 
visitations of particular species, and he goes afield ever expecting 
a surprise. I'hus to Staten Island, 18S0 brought a countless 
number of the orange colored J'erios nieippe, and 1884 of Pyromns 
cordiii. In all other respects 1884 was a remarkably j)oor butler- 
lly year. 
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4 'he frai^rant button-bush yCcphalanthus] is a favorite with 
butterflies, and 1 have at times in late July, seen the species then 
flying, visiting the blossoms in great numbers. Probably no other 
single flower is so attractive to them. 

'There are at least si.x species on the Island that may be 
termed winter butterflies, or such as hibernate, and whose appear- 
ance may be expected on warm sunny days particularly in the late 
fall and early spring. 'These are the Camberwell Beauty {\\inessa 
antiopa\, the Red Admiral {Pyramcls atalauta)^ and the four s]:>ecies 
of G rapt a. 

Mr. ^\'m. Beiitenmuller in his Catalogue of l.epidoptera found 
within Fifty Miles of New York City, j^ublished in the Annals of 
the N. Academy of Sciences Vol. v, })p. 129-229 has given the 
food plants of the butterflies mentioned in this list, and 1 have 
simj)ly added the times of a])pearance. A specues that is to be 
seen on the wing through four full months, is no doubt double 
brooded.

Satyrus alope Fabr. — l.ast days of June through July, when 
it becomes common, to August and the first days of Sejnember. 
'They are seldom seen in the last named month. 

Neonynipha canthus FJ-Lcc. — Fast days of June through 
July and August to the first days of September. 

Neonynipha eurytris Fabr. — Fast days of May through June 
and July to the first days of August. Common. 

Limenitis Ursula luibr. — Occasional in May, a few in June, 
t'ommon in late July and throughout August, and a few in Seji- 
tember. Much more common during the last few years than 
formerly. 1 liave found the caterpillars leaving their hibernacu- 
lums on the first day of May. 

Limenitis disippus GaPt . — A few in June, more common in 
July and August, and scarcer again in September. On October 
9th, 1887, a single specimen was seen. 

Qrapta interrogationis Fabr. — 'To be met with throughout 
the warm weather. Common. 

Grapta comma IJarr. — Fess common than the above. 

Grapta progne Cram. — Hibernated specimens in March and 
April, and fresh examjfles at mid-summer. 
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Grapta j-album Bd-Lec . — Hibernated specimens in early 
spriiyij: and fresh examples at mid •summer. It has been more 
common during* the last few years. Since 1887 four specimens 
have been taken or seen on the Island, aiul one of them was found 
haiyi^iii!^ to a <^as fixture in a room on the ^v*d of ()ctol)er. 

Vanessa antiopa Umi . — Seen llyini^ from March to November 
inclusive. The red seed (dusters of the sumach are sometimes, 
in the sprinij:, attractive perchiiyi;' phu'es for the individuals that 
have awakened from their hibernation. 

V^anessa milberti Godt. — One specimen taken near Silver Lake 
by Mr. (iustav IU*yer in October 1886. 

Pyranieis atalanta Lntn. — From April to November inidusive. 
( )ne sj)ecimen seen December i^^th, 1891. 

P^'rameis huntera luihr . — May to November inclusive. 

Pyrameis cardui Linn. — It has been taken on the Island in 
Auii'ust, September and October. Usually not common, but 
plentiful in September 1884. 

Junoiiia coenia HYih. — from June to November inclusive. 

( )ften very common on dusty roatls. 

Euptoieta claudia Cram. — I have only seen it on the Island 
in September and October, but it also occurs earlier in the season. 
Rare. 

Arp^ynnis idalia Dm. — Last days of June through July, 
-\ii!4ust and first part of September. 

Arp;yiinis cybele I'ahr. — June, July, Aii.itust and September. 
'The males appear in numl)ers in June a day or so before the 
females. 

Argyiinis aphrodite Fahr . — A siiyole specimen taken on the 
29tli of June. 

Arp^ynnis myrina Cram . — .May, June, July, Aup:ust and 
September. 

Argynnis bellona Fabr. — June, July and Aupfust. Miudi less 
common than the last species. 

Phyciodes tharos Dra . — May to October inclusive. 

Melita^a phaeton Dru . — Formerly plentiful in Clove X'alley. 

1 have also taken it near Oraniteville. 
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Danais archippus Fabr. — May to November inclusive. 1 
have never found any hibernatin.e:. 'I'he first specimens of the 
vear are females and the speides does not become numerous liefore 
Aipij^ust. On the 29th of Sej:)tember 1889, 1 counted about a single 
plant of the New Kngland aster fourteen of these butterflies whose 
terra cotta colors contrasted well with the purple flowers. Often 
they are cpiite common on the sea-shore and light on the sea-weed 
and other objects cast up by the waves. What may possibly be 
called a migration of this species was observed on the 27th of 
August 1885, when many Monarch butterflies were seen flying 
slowlv westward along a road, d'he day before had been cold for 
an August one. Probably none of our butterflies fly higher than 
this, often almost among the swallows. It does not beat its wings 
always, but sails with them spread in somewhat the same way as a 
hawk. 

Libythea bachmanni Kirtl. — d'wo seen on August iith, 
1888, about the Celtis trees at the old fort near Richmond village.

Terias nicippe Cram. — .Appeared in June 1880 and was very 
common throipi^h the summer and fall. Its next occurrence was 
in the fall of 1891, when two males were taken. 

Terias lisa Hd-l.ec. — .\iii>^ust, September aiul ( )ctober. 

Pieris protodice IL/v. — .\ti«;ust and Sejnember. 'Taken in 
1882, near where the St. Ceor,Lre R. R. station now is Also at 
Rreischerville. 

Pieris rapai Unn. — Ajn'il to November inclusive. 

Pieris oleracea Bdv. — Mr. Au<i^. R. (irote has written me: 
“ 1 believe that I remember clearly that 1 took J\ olcracva on 
Staten Island between 1856 and 1859.” .\t |)resent the occasional 

sj^ecimen does not attract attention amon^' the similarly colored 
impen-ted cabbage butterflies.
